As in natural, fo in all political bodies, 
there are the feeds of inevitable diffolu- 
ton ; which, in fome, operate flower, in 
dhers, more rapidly. An abfolute def- 
potifm, as it enchains the human faculties 
ud {preads a deadiy torpor throughout 
nd continues uniform for many ages ; 2 
mixed monarchy balances between tlic pre- 
fogatives of the crawn and the privileges 
of the people, and fo long as this balance 
is maintained in nearly an even poife, the 
conftitution is preferved ; while a repub-. 
lic originating trom and guided by the will 
oi the people, at the fame time that it feems 
> be the only legitimate form, has, of all 
kinds of government,been the moft incon- 
fant & the leaft durable. The humours of 
the people have changed perpetually trom 
one extreme to another : they have becn 
driven hither and thither by violent gufts 
and currents ; fo that governments de- 
Pending entirely on the popular will, after 
tferies of fluuations and wild diforders,

By the force of attra€tion, innumerable 
particles of matter are united, and remain 
clofely compacted together : obedient to 
the laws of gravitation, the planets, each 
one keeping its proper place, revolve 
round their common centre, the fun, in 
regular and uniform tracks : heace there 
is order in the fyftem. So men, were 
they generally wel] informed and well dif- 
pofed, each one bending his efforts to the 
promotion of the public interefts, might 
be eafily held together by a government 
that fhould impofe no other bands, but 
filken cords. But trom blindnefs ; ftil! 
more from the confli€t of various perverfe 
paffions ; and moft of all trom the con- 
ftant and violent influence of the felfith 
affeétions ;—men, like particles of matter 
loofened trom the laws of attraé&tion, are 
driven wide from the general interefl, 
which fhould betheir common centre ; or 
more properly fpeaking, they place their 
individual interefts in a hoflile competi- 
tion with it :—fations and confufions, in 
a free government enfue ; and horrid def.- 
potifm cloies the drama. 

Republican principles are undoubted!) 
true intheory. All degzdimate civil pow- 
er is derived from the people ;: it is given 
in truft, to be exercifed for their general 
interefts ; and at their will and pleafure it 
is revocable. Happy would it be for the 
world, were there wifdom and virtue en- 
ough among mankind to vindicate and 
fupport thefe principles and to build upon 
them permanent {yftems of government : 
but alas ! all the experiments, heretofore 
made, have fadly failed. The age of man, 
three {core years and ten, is fhort ; butthe 
duration of free republics has ulually been 
much fhorter. Altera very few years of 


exiftence, nnder violent {pafms agzravated 
by the poifonous drugs both of ignorant 
empirics and artful impoftors, they have

Tue political diffentions which have dif- 
turbed the tranquility of this State for the 
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_terifed. 








two laff years, have been felt and regretted 
by every virtuous and wei! informed man. 
The origin of thefe dillentions is fo wei! 
known, that it cannot be neceflary, at this 
time, toexamine or explain it. It is ful- 
ficient to fay, that they have produced a 
combination, which threatens to fubvert 
the eflablifhed infticutions and habits of che 
State. This is an unufual fate of things, 
and in every refpeét greatly to be regretted. 
From the firlt fettlement of Connecticut, 
our form of government has been fubftan- 
tially the fame. The bafis on which it 
refts, is civiland religious liberty, Thele 
have been, ina great meafure, fecured aud 
perpetuated by a mild, yet fteady direftion 
of government to the fupport of thofe 
{chools and inflitutions, which tend to dif- 
fule knowledge and virtue—by confiding 
the management of affairs to men of integ- 
rity and experience, and by the free and 
unbialfed exercite of the right of fuffrage. 
The benefits which have refulted trom 
this fyflem and thefe habits, have been felt 
by all. They have been the fubjeét of our

miration to our neighbours. They have 
produced as much lappinefs to our ancef- 


Ptorsiand cheir polterity, as was ever expert- 


enced by ay equal number of individuals 
under any form of government. ‘To thele 
tru’hs, itis prefumed, the peop’e of the 
State will generally affent. ‘They have 
felt the benefits of our government, and 
they poffefs to6 much information to be ig- 
norant oi the caufes from which thefle ben- 
efits have arifen. 

To admit the poffibility, that a majorily 
of the people of this State would confent to 
exchange the fyfiem, which has produced 
fo much good, tor vifionary theories, or ihe 
mad projects of defigning men, would b« 
an infult tothe good fenfeand information 
tor which they have been fo juflly charac- 
It is neceifary only to be appri- 
zed of a danger, to induce them to unite 

nd deteat it. 


The combination, which has been form. 


ed againft the inftitutions of the State, 1s 
formidable only in one point of view. 
The leaders, wha condug it, are principal. 
ly thofe. who aré enjoying the favors and 
emoluments of the national government. 
Having much at ftake as individuals, they 
have made great exertions, and have form- 
ed an organized body, tor extending their 
influence into every county, town and par- 
ith. Their objeét is, to fubvert the fyftem 
of our flate government—to remove from 
ofiice all thofe venerable men who have 
hitherto conduéted our affairs and to fill 
their places with individuals from their own 
body. 

The effe& of this combination has been 
feen in the refult of the late ele&tion. It 
was tobe expcéted, that an organifed oppo 
fition againft the government, extending it 
into every {mall corporation of the State, 
wovld produce confiderable effect. The 
mifreprefentations which heve been circu- 
lated, andthe perfeverance with which they 
have been diffafed, muft tor a time make 
an impreffion on widividuals who had nev- 
er before particaloriy attended to public 
tranfaftions. Thefe individuals it cannot 
be doubted, would ultimately form corre& 
opinions of the flace: of our affairs, it left 
to their own good fenfe, unbiafled by par- 
ty. The events however, which have ta- 
ken place within our view, are fufficient to 
prove, that this will not be the cafe, and 
that the favorite projet of revolutionizing 
Conneéticut will.. not be relinauifhed. 
Exertions will be continued, to prevent 
the mifinformed ‘from obtaining correét 
information, and:to'increafe the profelytes 
ol democracy. Itis to be expeéted, that 
a nomination, tormedsas has heretofore been 
done, will be circulated with unceafing ac.

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FOR THE BALANCE. 
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PETRIFACTION. 


ERHAPS there is not a more 
aftoniihing initance of petrifaétion in the 
weftern world, than is to be feen about 
halt a mile fouth-eaft from the Court houle 
in Schoharie county. And, what is al 
moft as aftonifhing, it has never been no- 
ticed by any geographer or naturalift. Ii 
is a hill, whofe fize almoft entitles it tothe 
appellation of a mountain, which may be 


pronounced, a mere mafs of petrified fhells. 


I went to the top of the hill (which is fome 
thoufand feet higher than the ground 
where the Court houfe ftands) and exam- 
ined the rock as I went up, and then alon 
the top of the ridge tor half a mile. The 
rock is generally covered with a thin foil, 
but lies bare at different intervals, not far 
diftant from each other, in its whole ex. 
tent: and in fome places proje&s from 
the ground ten or twelve teet. Ever 
inch of the rock exhibits petrified fhelis in 
their perfe& torm. In one place I broke 
off a piece of the rock, in a deep fiflure, 
ten feet from the furface of the rock, and 
found it to be ot the fame compolition. 
Wherever the rock is expofed to the fun, 
it refembies brimftone ; where it is hid 
trom the fun, it is dark, coarfe and rough. 
It feems to be compofed wholly of river 
fhelis ; 1 could find no oyfter-fhells, but 
I found fome very large clam. thells.— 
There is one thing Particularly worthy of 
remark. Although it is a ridge fo elevated, 
that no water of a petrified quality, or 
otherwifle, can poflibly run there, I faw a 
Ait of mofs, which a gent!eman hed 
ound there, perteéily petrified.

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EXTRAORDINARY LIFE OF MALKIN. 





THERE has died lately at Hackney, | 
in England, a youth of fix years and an half 
old, who was a prodigy of learning and gen- | 
ius, named Thomas IVilliam Malkin. He 
unde: flood his own language, and {poke | 
and wrote in it with uncommon facility | 
and correétnefs, and had fo far advanced | 
in his ftudy of the Latin language as to read | 
eafily the moft familiar works of Cicero, + 
He had alfo made fome progrefsin rench, | 
and knew fo much of Geography, that he 
not only was ableto reply without hefita- 
tion to all queftions refpeéting the fituation 
of the principal countries, rivers and towns, 
but he could execute charts with a neat- 
nefs and precifion, quite furprifing. 
Withour any leffon, he had puthed his tal- 
ents tor painting fo tar, that he had taken 
coptes of the heads of Raphael, if not with 


the fucceefs of the firft {cholars, yet witha |

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ftyle and expreffion which difcovered “7 
inal genius, and knowledge ot his models. 
But what diftin him was, a force of 
mind, anda readinefs to comprehend ai! 
fubjeéts, even fuch as were moft foreign 
from his ftudies. With all his love of 
fludy, he ftill looked in health ; was a€étive 
and fullof life. Athis fiudies only he ap- 
peared more grave, but it was not difficult 
to detach him fromany ftudies, by propo- 
fing any a€tive fports to him. He had 
even formed in his imagination, a country 
which he called Alleftone, of which he was 
to be King. This was a kind of Utopiato 
him, though he never had heard of that cel- 
ebrated political romance. He wrote the 
hiftory of this country, and drew a curious 
and ingenious map of it, giving names of 
his own invention to the principal towns, 
mountains, and rivers. and as he hada 
fondnefs for {cience, he founded Univer. 
fities, eftablifhed profeffors, and gave ftat- 
utes ard rules tothem. His left ficknefs, 
which he fupported with patience and ¢our- 
age, gave him an opportunity to fhew that 
he knew how to employ the treafure he 
had amaffed, for his own confolation, and 
to fortify his mind againft diftrefs. He 
employed himfelf in bed reviewing what he 
had read, feen or done while in health. 
The moft indifferent obje&s paffed as dif- 
tinétly before his mind, as if they had ap- 
peared for the firft time. One day when 
he was very ill, he wifhed to know the 
fenfe of the words, fiill-born, which he 
had read upon a grave ftone. He fpoke 
often ot his recovery, but never with im- 
patience. The triumph of his mind over 
the body was fo conftant and fo complete, 
that half an hour before his death, he ap- 
peared perfe&ilv engaged with his maps of 
Geography. Without entering into the 
minute circumftances of the ficknefs of 
this youth, of fuch extraordinary powers, 
we cannot agree in the opinion that an ear- 
ly developement of the faculties of mind 
is made atthe expence of health and lite. 
The head of young Malkin was opened af- 


‘ter his death, and examined attentively, 


The brain was of an extraordinary fize but 
in good order. The feat of the evil was 
intheflomach. This youth, with his per- 
peét organization, might hope for the age 
of man, had he not fuffered from. thofe ac- 
cidental evils to which man ts expofed in 
all periods of hisexiftence.
